Italy and France at oncu 
consented to join their efforts to those 
of Great Britain, but Germany and 
Austria refused, German.}- supporting 
her ally in the contention that it would 
be undignified for a large power like 
Austria to appear before a tribunal of 
European powers on the same status 
as the little Balkan nation. 


Mobilize Troops. 
Austria, Hungary 
in the interval 
had proceeded rapidly with the mobil 
ization of .her great army. The entire 
railroad system was utilized for the 
movement of troop trains. The tele- 
graph system was virtually monopo- 
lized for government business, and a 
strict censorship was imposed. 
Servia also had mobilized her forces 
and had withdrawn the garrison of 
Belgrade, the capital, to the interior, 
as the chief

Judge Stevens Affirms Railroad Com- 


mission's Order to Sell Six Tick- 


ets f or Twenty-live Cents.

Madison, Wis., July 28.—The city of 
Superior won its fight in the circuit 
court of Dane county today for lower 
street car rates. Judge Stevens en- 
tered an order affirming the order of 
the railroad commission requiring the 
sale of six tickets for twenty-five 
cents. The court further held "that 
judgment be entered dismissing plain- 
tiff's, complaint and dissolving the in- 
junction entered on Nov. 30, 1912, 
said judgment, however, to expressly 
conflrnj such portions of said order as 
requires the plaintiff to redeem the 
coupons issued by the plaintiff pursu- 
ant to said order." 
In the opinion of the court either 
party may within ten days file with 
the court and serve on the opposing 
parties requests for additional find- 
ings or suggestions as to the form of 
the findings. 
The street car company contended 
that the five cent fare was stipulated 
in the franchise and could not be re- 
voked 
by the railroad commission. 
Judge Stevens cites the Milwaukee 
street car case in overruling this or- 
der and adds that "the wording of the 
Superior franchise more clearly indi- 
cates that the provision as to "a five 
cent fare is merely a limitation on the 
amount of the fare that may be 
charged than does the language which 
was under consideration in the Mil- 
waukee case."

Farmers in the eastern part of Rock 
county are busily engaged in fighting 
the army worm which has been work- 
Ing considerable destruction on grow- 
ing crops. At the Willis Morgan farm 
in Johnstown the pests seem to have 
worked most assidovisly and have 
completely destroyed one field of oats 
of 17 acres, so that no attempt will be 
made to harvest it. After devastating 
the oat field the worms have started 
into the corn fields and have made 
some headway on the corn devouring 
the leaves and young ears. 
In response to an appeal for advise 
as to methods of fighting the pest the 
state college of Agriculture sent out 
Prof. A. L. Burrill who visited the Mor- 
gan farm on Saturday last and gave

WAR INVOLVES HALF OF 


CLEVELAND, THOUSANDS 


PREPARING TO LEAVE 


Cosmopolitan 
Cleveland, with 
the country's greatest recent im- 
migration fronj.'southern Europe, 
facing a crisis which involves 
more than half of her citizens, 
turns her face to the east and 
impatiently 
awaits t h e signal 
which will unleash the wardogs of 
a vast continent. 
Thousands of Austro-Hungarian 
soldiers and patriotic Serbs, the 
war tingling in their veins, are 
packing up and standing ready to 
answer the call of country at a 
moment's notice as Europe stands 
on the brink of the greatest con- 
flict since the Napoleonic wars. 
Consulates, in direct communi- 
cation with 
the 
embassies 
at 
Washington, D. C., seeth with ex- 
ctlement. 
Momentous messages 
cross the wires and plans are 
rushed to transport armies of fer- 
vent reservists and volunteers to 
New York and thence to the scene 
of hostilities'. 
Count Michael Karolyi, leader 
of 
the 
Hungarian 
Independent 
party, rose from a bed of sickness 
at a Cleveland hotel, canceled the 
remainder of his American speak- 
ing tour and wired to New York 
for a passage on the first steam- 
er leaving for Europe. 
Before leaving Cleveland for 
New York, Count Karolyi visited 
Lorain, O.", where he had an en- 
gagement to talk on Hungary's 
struggle for liberty, but Hungary's 
fight for 
political emancipation 
pales into insignificance beside an 
issue which may devastate Europe 
and the count had perforce to 
speak on one topic which today 
grips the whole civilized universe. 
"I cannot say the war is popular 
in Hungary," Count Karolyi stat- 
ed.. "No country wants to be at 
war with Its immediate neighbors. 
The present war IB the result of 
the bad Balkan policy of Austria, 
which instead of making friends 
with the Balkan nations made 
enemies of them, and especially 
so in the case of Servla." 
Counting first and second gen- 
erations and including Margyars, 
Slovaks; Bohemians, Slovanians, 
Croatians and 
Austrian 
Poles, 
there are 200,000 Austro-Hungar- 
ians in Cleveland. 
Between 5,000 and 6.000 of these 
Hungarians are members 
of the 
first reserve of the Auetro-Hun- 
garian army, and John Biro, man- 
aging editor 
of Zsabadsag, the 
most widely circulated Hungarian 
paper in the United Stated, »3ti- 
mates that over 6,000 Hungarians 
and probably 400 to 600 Serbs liv- 
ing in Cleveland will leave to take 
up arms the moment war is de- 
clared.

NEW WAY OF ELECTING 


RHODES SCHOLARS 


Madison, Wis., July 28.—Important 
changes in the methods of selecting 
Rhodes scholars from 
the 
TJnited 
States to Oxford are announced in a. 
letter from George E. Parkin of the 
Rhodes 
Scholarship Trust to Presi- 
dent Charles R. Van Hise of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 
Hitherto scholars have been elected 
in all the states of the Union in two 
successive years, while in each recur- 
ring year none 
were chosen. 
This 
method 
of election has complicated 
the problem of allowing scholars to 
work in the colleges of their selec- 
tion. 
The trustees ,have accordingly 
decided 
to spread 
the 
election of 
scholars over three years. To effect 
this change scholars will hereafter be 
elected from 32 states each year. The 
48 states have for this purpose been 
divided into three groups of sixteen 
each, and a system of combining the 
groups each year has been worked 
out. 


In order that all candidates may be 
able to take the qualifying examina- 
tion at the time that best suits their 
preparation or purposes, this examin- 
ation will be held each year in the 
month of October in all states in the 
Union. 
Candidates may take the ex- 
amination in any year and, if they 
pass, offer themselves for election in 
any subsequent year without further 
examination, 
provided 
they 
satisfy 
the other conditions of eligibility. 
The next examination will be held 
m all states of the union October 5 
and 6, 1915. 


Another important change will al- 
low a candidate to compete in alter- 
nate years in the state in which he 
has his domicile and the one wherein 
he was educated.
